Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on May 05, 2008 has been entered. Claims 29 and 
38 have been amended. No claims have been cancelled. No claims have been added.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101

matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 27, 28, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

5. Independent claims 27 and 28 recite "An apparatus for screening a call, 
comprising: a memory having a program that..." However, in order to be in proper 
format, and to contain acceptable language, claims 27 and 28 should recite, for 
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example, "An apparatus for screening a call, comprising: a computer readable 
medium storing a computer program that..." 

6. Independent claim 46 recites "A device for screening a call, comprising: a 
memory having a program that..." However, in order to be in proper format, and to 
contain acceptable language, claim 46 should recite, for example, "A device for 
screening a call, comprising: a computer readable medium storing a computer 
program that..."
